BOSTON, Jan. 27 (UP)—Big- 
time gambling takes up to $21,- 
500,000,000 a year out of Ameri- 
can pockets, a group of Bostonians 
reportéd today after a‘ nation- 


wide investigation. 
The Citizens’ Committee of 


Massachusetts, Inc., whose letter- 
head bears some of Boston's best 
names, said in a 46-page report 
that their figure does not even 
include £ axe eeds of such 
forms ling as lotteries, 
— f camera ames. 
n on Spending. 

The report, made to implement 
the committee’s opposition to or- 
ganized gambling, said Ameri- 
cans apparently spend more on 
wagering than on housing, recre- 
ation, medical care, religion, wort 
cation or scientific research. 

It charged that big-time gam- 
bling is controlled and operated 
in business-like fashion by or- 
ganized syndicates which ulti- 
mately have “a corrupting influ- 
ence on good government and 
the welfare of the community in 
general.” 

The committee said its investi-

Parimutuel betting — $1,500,- 


,000. 

Off-the-track betting—Three 
to 10 billion dollars. 

Sports pools— Five billion * 
dollars.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)~ 
President Truman approved the 
master defense plan for the North 
Atlantic area today. His action 
turned loose the full one billion 
dollars voted by Congress to bol- 
ster: western Europe against any 
Russian attack. 

The President set the gigantic 
military aid program into motion 
with an order authorizing Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson to 
start guns, tanks, planes, ships 
and raw materials rolling to eight 
North Atlantic Treaty allies. — 

He took the historic ep 
shortly after the eight countries 
signed the agreements that will 
govern the flow of arms abroad. 

Statement by President. 

Truman, in a statement, de- 
clared that the military program 
is vital to giving Europe the con- 
fidence that the fruits of its re- 
covery efforts “would not be im- 
mediately lost in the event of ag- 
gression.” He emphasized that 
the steps taken are merely “first 
steps” and that the “successful 
implementation of the North’ At- 
lantic Treaty will require constant 
and continuing effort and co-op- 
eration by all its members.” | 

The President explained that 


had approved the 
recommendations worked out 
the military chiefs of the 1 
North Atlantic allies in Paris last 
month. The remaining $100,000,- 
000 was made available immedi- 
ately for preliminary work. 

Aim Is Integrated Defense. 

“IT have today approved these 
recommendations because I am 
satisfied that they provide for 
the accomplishment of an inte- 
grated defense of the North At- 
lantic area,” Truman said.

“The North Atlantic Treaty is 
in itself a deterrent to aggression.

“They provide further con- 
vincing evidence of the deter- 
mination of these nations to re- 
sist aggression against any one 
of them and are a définite indi- 
cation of the genuine spirit of 
co-operation among treaty 
members.”

However, the man who prob- 
ably knows more than anybody 
else about all the issues involved, 
Chairman David E. Lilienthal of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
flatly refused to make his views 
known. 

Lilienthal conferred with Pres- 
ident Truman after attending a 
secret hearing of the House- 
Senate Atomic Energy Committee 
at which key Congressmen sought 
the views of AEC officials on the 
questien, 

He told White House repdrters 
that all news stories wh have 
purported to state his opinion 
about the new weapon are “total- 
ly inaccurate.” Some of them have 
said he opposes the hydrogen 
bomb on moral grounds unless a 
new attempt is made to get a 
world atomic control agreement 
with Russia. 
| Lilienthal dismissed as “obvi- 
|ously absurd” one report that he 
had volunteered to negotiate an 
atomic agreement with Soviet 
Premier Joseph Stalin. 

Baruch and Vinson said in sep- 
arate interviews that they favor 
manufacture of the new bomb. 
Scientists have figured out the 
nuclear reactions involved, but 
Truman has not yet orderéd the 
H-bomb into production. 

Vinson told reporters: 

“The United States must, of 
course, build every weapon of 
which she is capable, as long as 
these weapons also are in the 
grasp of potential enemies.” 

Baruch expressed his views in 
the form of a question.

to Negro School 


106 Negroes Will Enter Former White 
Classes When Racial Segregation 
Rule Ends Monday. 


When racial segregation in the 
East St. Louis public schools ends 
Monday, 106 Negroes will enroll 
in schools heretofore reserved for 
white pupils, school officials an- 
nounced today. In addition, two 
white pupils have been granted 
permission to transfer to a school 
formerly serving only Negroes. 

Twenty-seven Negroes will en- 
roll in the Senior High School; 
17 in Rock Junior High; 28 in the 
Webster School; 14 in the Can- 
nady School; 15 in the Alta Sita 


School, and five in the Monroe 
Schoo}. 


The two white pupils granted 
transfers will go from the Web- 
ster School to the Franklin 
School. 

Transfers were granted only in 
cases where pupils, attending 
schools that were formerly re- 
stricted, live nearer other schools. 
The Board of Education voted last 
Dec. 20 to end segregation at the 
start of the new semester when it 
developed that it would lose $677,- 
989 a year in state aid under 
terms of a new regulation denying 
state funds to school districts vio- 
lating the anti-segregation law.

$100,000 L0SS IN FIRE 
AT WOOD RIVER PLANT 


Large Section of Building 
Housing Tractor Firm Col- 
lapses in Blaze.

Fire caused damage estimated 
at $100,000 at the Carter Broth- 
ers Tractor & Equipment Co. in 
Wood River yesterday afternoon. 

A large section of the one- 
story brick building, at 331 North 
Wood River avenue, collapsed 
shortly after the blaze started in 
the body shop at 3:45 p.m. 

Equipment lost included seven 
new tractors, four used tractors, 
one new bailer and other farm 
machines. Three tractors, includ- 
ing two new ones, were removed 
from the building when the flames 
began spreading. 

Three employes were in the 
body shop but could not explain 
how the blaze originated. They 
and 13 other persons in the build- 
ing got outside safely. 

Fire Chief Wallace Bond of 
Wood River estimated damage at 
$40,000 to the building and $60,- 
000 to the contents. Firemen and 
apparatus from Alton, East Alton, 
Roxana and Milton were sum- 
moned to assist in fighting the 
blaze, which was brought under 
control in an hour.

FAIR IF OUTLAY BY 
CTY EXCEEDS $50 


Also Opposes Using Park 
Area for Observance, 
He Tells Estimate

Opposition to a proposal for 
a World’s Fair in St. Louis, “if 
it is going to require more than 
$50 of munieipal revenue,” was 
expressed at a Board of Estimate 


and Apportionment meeting yes- 
terday by President Charles E. 
Albanese of the Board of Alder- 
men. 

A World's Fair for 1953 has 
been suggested by Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst to celebrate the 150th 
anniversary of the purchase of 
the Louisiana Territory. He has 
suggested a site which would in- 
clude part of Forest Park and 
the area immediately south of the 
park between Walsh Stadium and 
Forest Park Highlands. 

Opposes Using Park Area. 


Albanese also opposed using 
any of the park area for purposes 
of the exhibition. He said he 


would also oppose using the area 
south of the park “because some 
380 families would be displaced 
from their homes.” 

“I don’t see any way of financ- 
ing such a venture,” he continued. 
“The 1904 venture was a success 
because a number of foreign coun- 


tries erected their own exhibition 
buildings. Today they are all liv- 
ing off us.” 

Albanese said that instead the 
city should attempt to promote 
an eight-state exhibition to com- 
memorate the Louisiana purchase. 
This has been suggested by a com- 
mittee which proposed a World’s 
Fair several years ago but later 
dropped the idea. Mayor Darst, 
however, has contended that if 
any exposition is to be undertaken 
it should be done on a world-wide 
scale. 

Comment by Darst. 

“This isn’t a peanut city. We 
can get the financing to handle it,” 
the Mayor said. “A fair of that 
size would help the development 
of the city for the next half cen- 
ury.” 


“Well, I have my doubts about 
its success,” Albanese replied. 
“But I'll go along with it pro- 
vided not more than $50 of mu- 
nicipal funds are tied up in it.”

Bricker has a pronounced isola- 
tionist viewpoint. This may prove 
to be an important factor in de- 
termining United States policy on 
atom-secret sharing wim such al- 
lied nations as Great Britain. 
Bricker had a seniority claim on 
the post.

praised his work. 

Indicating that a meeting of the 
eis today with the Atomic 
| Energy Commission concerned the 
proposed super-powered hydrogen 
bomb. Chairman licMahon 
(Dem.), Connecticut of the Senate-

“we have examined current mat- 
ters of interest. We have been 
discussing plans for aG.ances and 


the technological improvement of 


atomic weapons and I anticipate 
your questions by saying this in- 
cludes all types of atom weap- 
ons.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 27 (AP)—A 
five-year American search for 
iron ore.is climaxed with news 
of a rich strike overseas. 

It may allay the bogy of what 
would if another war ate 
into the nation’s fast-dwindling, 
although still extensive, ore 
sources.

They have found new deposits in 
Labrador,and in Liberia.

The United States Steel Corp.

maximum purity” in the interior 
of oil-rich Venezuela. Mining en- 
gineers estimate the mountain 
has one billion tons of iron ore. 
This compares with a little more 
than one and 2 quarter billion 
tons of “high-grade natural iron 
ore reserves still left in the Lake 


1} Superior region. 


Deposits in Labrador. 


The nation also has Bethlehem 
Steel’s Venezuelan iron deposits, 
and others found in Labrador, to

centration plants to grind and 
separate the low-grade... taconite 
ores in the Lake Superior region. 
The rich new strike, together 
with the others, means that the 
nation’s available sources of iron 
and steel have been extended 
many years into the future. 

Not only are iron and steel the 
sinews of the nation’s peacetime 
growth, they are also the neces- 
sity of its defense. In the last 
war we used 500,000,000 tons of 
iron ore. We would need at least 
that much more near at hand if 
the next war breaks out. That is 
why the defense chiefs want to 
plece out jhe Lake Superior 
sources as long as they can. 

“Big Steel’s” discovery also 
means that Venezuela has become 
doubly important to American 
foreign policy—for ore as well as 


oil. The defense of the Carib-

bean becomes just that much 
more essential. 

The possibility that Venezuelan 
and Labrador ore may be-brought 
here within the next few years 
makes the East Coast of fhe 
United States vastly more impor- 
tant as the location of future 
steel mills. The discovery in 
Venezuela may explain one of the 
reasons why United States Steel 
plans to put up a mill between 
Philadelphia and Trenton, N. J.

Rose Jane Poppe, who 
lives near Creve Coeur Lake, tes- 
tified that residents of her neigh- 
borhood had no complaint about 
suggested fare changes, but ob- 
jected to the proposal to abandon 
the Creve Coeur streetcar line. 
To go to and from work in Maple- 
wood, she said, she would have to 
walk two and a half miles to catch 
a bus, instead of half a mile to 
the car line. 

Mayor W. M. Duggan of Rich- 
mond ‘Heights testified that his 
community in 1947 had consented 
to abandonment of the Brentwood 
streetcar line only because the 
Brentwood and Dale-Hanley bus 
lines were to provide substitute 
service. Nothing was said then 
by St. Louis Public Service Co. 
about abandoning the bus lines 
t a later date, he declared. 


Alderman James F. Gallagher 
of Brentwood said 80 to 85 per 
cent of the residents of Brent- 
wood live within ene-half a mile 
of the Kirkwood streetcar line, 
one of those which Public Serv- 
ice now proposes to abandon. 


T. M. Vanderstempel, Chicago 
transportation engineer who is 
making the transit survey for the 
Planning Commission, has assert- 
ed that the Kirkwood line is “un- 
safe” because tracks “are not 
properiy tied down with spikes.” 
No major repairs on this line have 
been made for five years, it was 
testified by Guido Moss, manager 
of research for Public Service.

John C. Baine, Public Service 
operations manager, was asked 
what the company had done to 
stimulate or retain business on 
the Kirkwood line. “Do you 
mean, have we modernized the 
line?” he inquired.

said today that Russia’s Navy 
is “very powerful” and admirably 
suited to the type of war Moscow 
would wage. 

He implied that the popular 
conception of Russia as a weak 
naval power stems from the fact 
that its sea forces are of a vastly 
different type from those of the 


West. 

| Russia, he said, is concentrating 
'on undersea warfare—the kind of 
| naval operations it would haye to 
use if it hoped to stop a mass 
concentration of American forces 
in Europe or Asia where it “is 
a self-contained military power.” 


“That the other power has a. 


submarine force larger than ours 
is a potent. argument for the 
United States to possess—not an 
equal number of submarines— 
but anti-submarine naval _ ele- 


ments of great effectiveness,” he 


said. 

Sherman expressed his views on 
future Navy policies and missions 
in Pegasus, publication of the 
Fairchild Engine & Airplane Co. 

Sherman said “trouble in any 
part of the globe” would require 
both airborne and amphibious op- 
erations.

As the new minimum wage law goes into ef- 
fect, a second milestone in the humanizing of 
labor has been reached. It is astonishing, fn ret- 
rospect, to realize what a grueling task it has 
been to come those two miles. But it takes that 
realization to understand the scope of the 
accomplishment. 

Sixteen dollars a week was none too much for 
a worker to try to live on even back in the de- 
flated days of 1937 and 1938 when minimum wage 
was first being argued in Congress. Thirty dol- 
lars a week is certainly no more now, in what it 
will buy, than 16 was then; probably legs. 

Yet it has taken a dozen years, and millions 
of words, for American labbr to come to today’s 
status of a 75cent minimum wage. The first 
bill, in 1937, was long overdue; the United States 
was laggard among the progressive nations of 
the world in giving its workers this protection. 

Nevertheless, the measure did not become law 
until it bad been wrestled with through three 
sessions of Congress, two discharge petitions 
prying it away from the House Rules Committee, 
and one threat of filibuster in the Senate. 

As enacted, it was, in the words of James M. 
Burns of Williams College, author of “Congress 
on Trial.” “crippled, undersized, and hardly rec- 
ognizabie to its progenitors.” So many workers 
had been excepted that Martin Dies proposed 


» an amendment providing: 


Within 90 days after appointment .. . the 
Admisistrator .. . shall report to Congress 
whether anyone in the United States is sub- 
ject to this bill. 

The legislation had been damned with faint 
support by both AFL and CIO, through jealousy

tion of federal and local rights. How far 
federal authorities go in prosequting gambling, 
prostitution and dope rackets? 

If the Senate Judiciary Committee undertakes 
the inquiry, it will be able to document some 
known facts. : 

1. The biggest rackets are in interstate com- 
merce. Racing news wires. criss-cross. the na- 
tion, and slot machines, prostitutes and dope are 
hauled far and wide. All this adds up to what 
Virgil Peterson of the Chicago Crime Commis- 
sion calls @ billion-dollar crime industry. - 

2. Gambling has become what bootlegging 
used to be. Daniel Sullivan of the Miami Crime 
Commission states that gambling is the princi 
source of hoodlum revenue. ’ 

3. Politieal corruption, as many cities have 
learned, follows organized crime almost inevit- 
ably. 
Beach, where a city councilman, Melvin Richard, 
has told of rejecting a bribe offer of $200,000 a 
year by gamblers. 

For these reasons, the cities themselves have 
asked for federal aid. New Orleans, Los An- 
geles and Portland, Ore., were among members 
of ‘the American Municipal Association which 
recently induced the association to appeal to the 
Justice Department. The three cities had ousted 
slot machines only to see them established at the 
city limits, ‘ 

The Federal Government has no authority to 
intervene in purely local problems of law en- 
forcement, even if the cities or states desire it. 
But hoodlum enterprises exist today in a large 
area where the Governmert can act, and where 
no other police power can. 

Interstate shipment of slot machines could, be 
made illegal. Racing news, which is the basis 
for the huge handbook racket, ought to be 
barred from long-distance communicati6ns. The 
Mann Act and narcotics laws already deal with 
ecommerce in prostitutes and illegal drugs, but 
they may need strengthening. 

A Senate inquiry would show that crime has 
become the nation’s business. And the Federal 
Government ought to have authority to go as far 
as criminals go. from city to city, state to state. 
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Right Place for a Portrait 

The logical place to house a sweeping portrait 
of Missouri is the State University at Columbia, 
which is just where Scruggs-Vandervoort- 
Barney has placed its “Heart of the Nation” 
exhibit. The 99 paintings are representational 
art, depicting Missouri from the quiet Ozark up- 
lands to the energy of its cities.

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Conversation in Moscow 
Mao Tse-tung, China’s No. 1 Red, now has 


been Moscow's No, 1 guest for more than a, 


month. And what the protracted conversation 
in the Kremlin is all about is the world’s No. 1 
unanswered question. 

Since the Russians have their own ideas as to 
what's news and what's not,- correspondents and 
commentators have been able only to guess. The 
early guesses, of course, were that Mao had gone 
to Red Square to make the conventional obei- 
sance of a satellite proconsul. But that is a ritual 
which usually takes only three or four days. 

Secretary of State Acheson’s recent statement 
that the Soviet Unioh was helping itself to 
Northern Manchuria and other sizeable chunks 
of Chinese territory gave rise to new guesses: 
guesses that Mao was protesting such annexea- 
tions. Could be. 

But C. L. Sulzberger, the roving correspondent 
of the New York Times, makes a different guess 
in Paris. It is based on the theory, held for 
some time by a number of Asiatic experts, that 
China’s chief need is industrialization and that 
Mao wants help for this from Russia. Sulz- 
berger suggests that he may be holding out for 
solid assurances of Russian aid. Could be. 

There is a fairly widespread feeling that Rus- 
sia is not up to the job. But would Moscow 
admit this so early in the game? Would the 
Kremlin not make every. effort to forge solid 
ties with a potentially powerful Asiatie ally? 
Most stutients of the situation seem to feel that 
only time will reveal Russian inadequacies to the 
Chinese. It is then, they hope, that Peking may 
turn from Moscow toward the West. 

Can it be that Mao is already beginning to be 
disappointed? We doubt it. Certainly, there 
has been much more talk in Moscow than was 
expected. But what it is all about still remains 
largely a subject for guessing. 
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No Time for Stalling 

The President has asked Congress for imme- 
diate authority to let contracts totaling $87,650.- 
000 for atomic energy development construction 
projects. These projects were scheduled for 
next summer, but work is proceeding faster than 
expected. This is good news. It will be better 
news if Congress grants the approval with a 
minimum of delay.

. It is astonishing how many people have 
fallen into the elementary chronological 
trap of supposing that the first half of the 
twentieth century has ended. 

What has, however, beyond any question, 
come to an end is the decade of the '40s, 
and certainly no one can have been sorry 
to see them go. The °40s began in that 
strange winter of the phony war, when 
war was stjJl exciting and almost ro- 
mantic, when no one (except the Poles 
and the Finns) had yet been hurt or stif- 
fered anything more serious than the 
hbiackout and the evacuation, when Cham- 
berlain could still think that Hitler had 
missed the bus and the British public was 
busy rolling out the barrel and hanging 
out its washing on the Siegfried Line. 

An article in' The Economist.of Jan. 6, 
1940, could find it possible to hope that 
the *40s would be an improvement on the 
ate, tt which it could hardly find a good 
wora: 

It was more than a year of disaster 
that died on Sunday night; it was a 
whole decade of frustration. ... The 
10 years inclose a tragedy of classical 
form and completeness. . . . The ‘30s 
have ended .in disaster; we can only 
now, among the ruins of our hopes, 
attempt to draw the lessons. . . 
Sometime in the ‘40s, if we are lucky, 
we shal] have a chance to apply these 
lessons. 

Have we been lucky? Considering what 
the “40s have turned out to be, anyone 
who is still alive, fed, clothed, active, free 
and sane has plenty to be thankful for. 
The 10 years have not, of course, been all 
of a kind. There is, to begip with, the 
distinction between war and peace. And 
each half likewise divides itself into two: 
1940, 1941 and 1942 were years of grim 
hanging om; 1943, 1044 and 1945 were 
years of victory.

ERRY RATHBONE yielded to my request that we make-a tour of 

St. Louis to look at the ¢ity’s public statuary—good, bad and 

rible.. Mr. Rathbone, as director of the City Art Museum, is 
sense a keeper of St. Louis’ esthetic conscience and it seémed 
therefore, to ask him to do this chore. The comment that follows does 
not pretend to be a verbatim report of Mr. Rathbone’s remarks; it is 
rather a free translation. 


THE CITY’S SYMBOL—St. Louis the Crusader sits his high step- 
ping horse in front of the Art Museum. Charles H. Niehaus, like 
Rodin and other contemporary artists, was inspired to imprison 
movement in bronze. The sculptor today renders movement by 
subtle suggestion.

ORATOR — Edward Bates addresses himself to the passing

From one angle, Edward Bates looks as though he has 
only, one leg. His relationship to his comrade, the eagle, is rather 
mystifying. Perhaps nothing could be more trying to a sculptor than 
rendering nineteenty/ century clothes in an esthetic way. McDonald 
seems to have been more concerned with Bates’ tailor than he was 
with Bates. 2 ’ 

PEERING GENERAL — Gen. Sigel, aboard a horse, still 
looks for Confederate soldiers in Forest Park. The sculptor should 
have left this job to the General's scouts. The statue seems to be more 
of a snapshot than a preconceived artistic idea—like a candid camera 
job in bronze rather than a portrait. It goes without saying that no 
sculptor of today would have perpetrated this. 

BASEBALL PITCHER — That great man, Francis P. Blair, 
at the Kingshighway and Lindell entrance to Forest Park, appears to 
be throwing a sidearm curve in the‘general direction of the Chase 
Hotel. Aside from that outstretched arm, his frock-coated figure 
seems more like a tailor’s dummy than the embodiment in bronze of 
the man who saved Missouri from secession. This statue comes close 
to hitting bottom in St. Louis public art. 

THE BARD OF AVON—As a work of art, one would guess 
Shakespeare in Tower Grove park was dashed off by one of Friedrich 
von Mueller’s young assistants, instead of by the Munich sculptor 
himself. It is excessively romantic and too obviously graceful, too 
finicky in detail. One could imagine it one foot high for sale in the 
novelty shops. Lovers of the iambic pentameter line can read into 
what they will. 7 ae 

A REAL MAN—Alexander von Humboldt, leaning against a 
carven tree stump in Tower Grove park, is the best thing seen so far 
on this tour. The figure has grace, sophistication and ease, yet it is 
fired with suggested movement. His clothing is beautifully rendered 
and they enclose bones and flesh. The statue is pleasing from all 
angles. No doubt, Herr von Mueller did this job himself. . 

IN FOURTEEN HUNDRED AND NINETY-TWO—It would be 
hard to convince anybody that this Germanized discoverer is truly the 
Genoese who sailed to America. This Tower Grove Park statue is 
very posy and operatic and might just as well portray a Wagnerian 
tenor. Comparing it with von Mueller’s Humboldt, it suggests that 
sculptors do better with contemporary figures than with the re- 
construction of long-dead heroes. 

MIDDLEWESTERN CICERO—The Thomas Hart Benton figure 
in Lafayette Park is an idealized likeness of the Missouri Senator. 
Under the influence of neo-classical contemporaries, Harriet Hosmer 
redesigned Benton’: cloak iffto a toga. Benton does not have the 
warmth of von Humboldt, but has far more dignity than Bates or 


Blair. Benton's stance is graceful without being affected. But the). 


sculptor apparently forgot that the statue would be visible from the 
rear. From that point of view, it is meaningless. 


WORK OF ART—George Washington, having beaten his sword 
into a plowshare, proudly surveys Lafayette Park. This figure is a 
“copy of the Houdon in the Capitol at Richmond, Va. Houdon’s sculp- 
ture comes close to being critically unassailable. France’s greatest 
portrait sculptor did a masterpiece of the Father of Our Country. 
The statue is rich in symbolism, and Houdon’s design is completely 
beautiful. This is the way Washington must have looked and borne 
himself. The’ figure is too small for outdoors. Indoors it would be 
more effective. 

WOODCUTTER OF GRAVOIS ROAD—Gen. Grant stands stiff 
and ill at ease on City Hall lawn. Robert P. Bringhurst, the sculptor, 
makes one more conscious of the General’s uniform than the person 
it clothes. The figure is static, unimaginative and totally uninteresting 
to the eye of a modern sculptor. It looks as though the General lost 
the war instead of winning it. 

THE CITY’S FOUNDER—Is that theatrical figure, with the Muny 
Opera boots, really Laclede? Passers-by at City Hall might well ask 
the question. Even so, the figure has a quality of grace and sophistica- 
tion that poor old Grant lacks, and it has an agreeable implication of 
movement. But Laclede is too small for his clothes, and, from one 
angle, his head looks like a peanut in relation to the rest of his body. 

GAY WEDDING—wMilles’ fountain in front of Union Station 
should never be judged without the play of water. Can’t it be turned 
on during our warm winter days? Moreover, the lovely figures, with 
their “patina” of carbon, look like hunks of cinder just now. But 
there’s nothing quite like this in all America. It has terrific vitality 
and a rowdy, hoydenish spirit. Here is Milles at his inventive -and 
imaginative best. It is happily placed in the midst of city traffic to 
give thousands of people an esthetic thrill—when the water plays. 

THE HORROR AT GRAND AND PINE—If Blair is bottorh, this 
is rock bottom. Gen. ‘.yon’s horse is grotesque and he himself seems 
about to fall off. The whole statue is inept and unprofessional, the 
work of a bungling amateur. Beyond that, words fail.

SIDNEY R. BAER STRESSES 
DELEGATION OF AUTHORITY 


The importance to business 
leadership of delegating respon- 
sibility and authority to lower 
levels of management was stressed 
last night by Sidney R. Baer, vice 
chairman of the board of Stix, 
Baer & Fuller Co. He spoke at 
the annual executive dinner given 
by the firm’s management in the 
Missouri room on the store’s sixth 
floor.

TERRAMYCIN, NEW 
DRUG, DISCOVERED; 
USES ARE STUDIED 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
Discovery of a new drug of the 
same general class as penicillin 
and streptomycin was reported 
today by a team of Brooklyn re- 
searchers. A scientist here de- 
clared “You can’t tell yet whether 
it is a hot cne.” 

The new drug is called “terra- 
mycin.” It was derived from a 
living organism that was found in 
a sample of soil. .

He will not 
discuss any technical aspect of 
atomic energy. This will not, 
however, prevent him from talk- 
ing about the political and mili- 
tary implications of the whole 
problem. 


‘Hardy Character.’ 


In recent weeks, during the 
controversy over the proposed 
hydrogen bomb, he Has been put 
at a distinct disadvantage. Partly 
by means of carefully calculated 
leaks, he has been represented in 
opposition to the bomb, and in 
such a way as to make him seem 
naive and unrealistic. Presum- 
ably when he is free to speak his 
own mind, he will say frankly 
what he believes. 

During much of hig service as 
AEC chairman, .Lilienthal has 
been a kind of sitting duck for 
politicians and others who seemed 
determined to destroy him. But 
he has proved to be a hardy 
character. He survived first the 
bitter wrangle over confirmation 
and then last year the attacks 
leveled at him by Senator Hicken- 
looper. 

When Congress was in recess, 
Hickenlooper went back to Iowa 
to mend his political fences. If 
Hickenlooper is not replaced in 
the primary, he will be in danger 
in the November election.

Waymack, for many years editor 
of the Des Moines Register and 
one of the five men originally 
appointed to the commission, 
made a statement vigorously re- 
futing Hickenlooper: ’ 


“From the start of the Wash- 
ington hearings, Senator Hicken- 
looper tried hard to exclude all 
evidence of over-all achievements. 
He fought hard to confine the 
evidence entirely to such isolated 
things as he thought were bad or 
could be made to look bad. 


“Now, as to a few of these 
isolated things, I would agree 
with the Senator. But I say he has 
been wrong all along, and is in- 
defensibly wrong now, in trying to 
persuade other people to judge a 
vasi, complex and uniquely new 
national job by a few specific 
things that he disagrees with, and 
not by total performance...” 

Waymack also suggested the 
need to “restudy” the McMahon 
Act. In short, he favored the kind 
of appraisal of the whole atomic 
energy project—with as much 
light and as little heat as pos- 
sible— that is now so urgently 
needed. When, like Waymack, he 
is a free citizen, Lilienthal should 
be able to contribute a lot to this 
discussion. 


What Successor? 


During the present interval, 
President Truman goes on seeking 
someone to replace Lilienthal. 
Several industrialists have been 
sounded out and have all backed 
away with nervous haste. It is not 
surprising, of course, that no 
qualified and responsible person 
wants to take on the job. In ad- 
dition to the vast and fearsome 
burden itself, there is the like- 
lihood that hip-shooting politi- 
cians will decide you are a handy 
target. The scientists did their 
job of unleashing the power of 
the atom; the men of Government 
seer: not to have got very far in 
learning how to control it.

The traditional role of the seas, 
he said, includes countermeasures 
against submarine pens and air 
bases on shore. 

“As long as we control the 
sea,” he went on, “we cannot be 
attacked except by airborne weap- 
ons and we ean attack any tar- 
get within reach of the aircraft 
and other weapons which we 
carry in our ships.” 


The Navy, he said, can put 
troops and land-based airpower 
in position to operate effectively. 

He said Russia’s naval problem 
would be “to prevent us from:

across the ocean and to cripple 
that strength by denying the 
United States essential overseas 
trade.” This is the job of the sub- 
marine. 


The American problem “differs 
radically,” he said. It requires fast 
carrier task forces as the striking 
element, anti-submarine task 
forces of carriers and surface and 
submarine guided missile ships, 
raider units for blowing up bases, 
convoy escorts and coastal defense 
forces.

sector almost every night, re- 
turning to haunts they had known 
before we came.

Leonetti arrived at the steps 
first. On the platform he could 
see hundreds of refugees being 
frisked by the five Russians, who 
were piling up the loot in neat 
heaps for subsequent collection.

BILLINGS, Mont., Jan. 27— 
Much progress has been made in 
co-ordinating federal and state 
plans and interests in fish and 
wildlife problems in the Missouri 
river basin, but it is evident that 
greater progress can be made. 
This has been reported by Har- 
rell F. Mosbaugh, who has charge 
of the studies being made by the 
federal Fish and Wildlife Service 
in connection with the Interagency’ 
or Pick-Sloan program for devel- 
opment of the Missouri valley. 
“This Missouri basin plan,” said 
Mosbaugh, “is creating unprece- 
dented problems in the field of 
conservation. However, many fea- | 
tures of the plan also present a /| 
unique opportunity to advance the | 
fish and wildlife program at a 
greatly accelerated rate. 
“Construction of currently 
planned reservoirs. will create a 
total water surface in excess of 
1,000,000 acres and may supply 
water for irrigation to almost 
5,000,000 acres of land. The land- 
use program proposed by the De- 
partment of Agriculture will af- 
fect, to some degree, almost all 
the private and federally owned 
land in the basin.”

$1352 TAK EXECUTION 
AGANST ATTOREY 


Magistrate Acts on State In- 
come Levy Judgment Against 
Joseph Boxerman. 


Joseph Boxerman, attorney for 
the Real Property Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, must pay $1352.86 in back 
state income taxes and interest 
under a judgment execution ob- 
tained today in magistrate’s court 
by the attorney general's office. 

The judgments were imposed 
May 7, 1948, by Magistrate G. J. 
Dixon, who found Boxerman had 
not paid state income taxes on 
taxable incomes of $23,033 in 
1945 and $11,896 in 1944. 

Boxerman accepted a default 
judgment but afterward appealed 
to the circuit court in a case that 
has not yet been heard. He post- 
ed no appeal bond, which would 
have operated as a stay of execu- 
tion. 

In its move today, the state also 
obtained garnishment of Boxer- 
man’s accounts in the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange and the 
First National Bank in St. Louis 
to satisfy the judgments. 

The lawyer said he could not 
understand why the execution had 
been asked for, maintaining he 
had planned to pay the delinquent 
taxes. He said he had forgotten 
about his pending appeal of the 
judgments. The total he was or- 
dered to pay consisted of $786.31 
in taxes for 1945 and $133.67 in 
interest on that amount and 
$340.85 in 1944 taxes and $92.03 
in interest.

Two Russians Killed, One Shot. 


As Leonetti started up the’ 
steps, he let out a war whoop. 
The Russians swung around and 
started firing at him. My man 
fired one shot into the air as a 
warning, but when they kept 
right on shooting, he let them 
have it. Still running toward 
them, he fired’ four shots, killing 
two Russians and wounding an- 
other. The rest ducked along 
through the crowd and dis- 
appeared. .

However, I am convinced that 
Leonetti deserved definite recog- 
nition for his courage.

“A limited number of projects 
will destroy natural headwater 
mountain streams that, in the 
opinion of many persons, should 
remain in their natural state. 
These special cases should be con- 
sidered on their relative merit 
after alternate plans have been 
explored.” 

Mosbaugh related that his staff 
has prepared reports so far on 120 
project areas or irrigation units in 
the Missouri basin. He added: 
“We are attempting to reach the 
point where our investigations 
will begin during the preliminary 
planning stages of individual 
projects. We believe the interests 
of fish and wildlife may be served 
to’ the greatest advantage by con- 
ducting studies and preparing 
plan concurrently with the con- 
struction agencies.”

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Working With Germans at Grass Roots 


Unitarian Leader Tells How Americans Instructed Reich Group on Child Care Methods 


By Peter Wyden. 


HE German hosts were aghast. 
They had been told to expect 
another team of American 
welfare experts with sage advice 
on how to re-educate the lost 


generation of Hitler’s Reich. But 


the Americans who moved into 
the ramshackle children’s home 
in the picturesque Hessian vil- 
lage of Voehl simply refused to 
behave true to type. 

They gave no lectures. They 
wouldn’t live in comfortable 
Military Government billets. They 
insisted on sharing the native 
diet of black bread, soup and po- 
tatoes. It was hard to believe 
that these six authorities on 
child’ psychology, group therapy 
and settlement work were bona- 
fide Yankees. 

How this tiny band of un- 
salaried professionals went about 
telling their German equivalents 
of modern child care methods 
adopted in democratic countries 
since the Nazis came to power 
was related in St. Louis by Miss 
Helen Fogg, leader of the group. 
Miss Fogg, director of child and 
youth projects for the Unitarian 
Service Committee, Inc., visited 
here to organize a local chapter 
of the committee under Dr. 
Julius Warren, superintendent of 
schools at University City. 


“Military Government officials 
and others told us time and 
again that we were attacking the 
problems at the grass roots the 
way it had never been tackled 
before,” Miss Fogg says. “it’s 
only in the small unit that you 
can get below the surface. You 


can’t help these people with lec- 


tures about the American way 
of life at some big meeting with 
people preaching at them.” 

The education institute, first 


‘inaugurated last summer, lasted 


from July to October. During 
that time, the American team 
worked with three groups of 
about 21 Germans each. The stu- 
dents were public welfare work- 
ers, kindergarten teachers, di- 
rectors of youth homes and day 
camps from the three western 
zones of Germany. They ranged 
in age from 27 to 62, but only 
the older among them had ever 
handled children as individuals 
rather than robots trained to 
think alike. 

In a y+ adage mimeo bombed- 
out land where loose morals and 
black marketeering had made de- 
linquents out of a substantial sec- 
tion of the teen-aged population, 
the welfare workers—who were 
themselves still in a state of acute 
befudlement—felt almost help- 
less. Yet they were supposed to 
guide their charges back to men- 
tal health. It was a little like 
the lame leading the blind. 

Miss Fogg and her co-workers 
found it significant that while 
teamwork among the welfare peo- 
ple, the ministers and the doctors 
was clearly called for to wipe 
away the thick cobwebs of frus- 
tration, extensive discussion de- 
veloped that the German lan-

guage did not even offer precise 
equivalents for “teamwork” or 
“frustration.” 

Despite American efforts to 
make the Germans feel at ease 
—on the verv first morning they 
carefully avoided what looked 
liked like a head table in the 
dining room and took places 
among the others—the beginnings 
of the first course were painfully 
vague. 

“How do social and economic 
backgrounds in the United States 
compare with those in Germany? 
and “How can Germany solve its 
delinquency problems?” were 
among questions asked. It was 
hard for the students to get 
down to their specific problems. 
For the second course the 


American team, which included 
an experienced child psychiatrist, 
was better primed and the quer- 
ies become more realistic. “Large 
numbers of older boys who have 
crossed over alone from the 
eastern zone are constantly being 
sent to me,” one worker report- 
ed. “How can we plan jobs and 
housing for them, give them 
some stability of living and di- 
rection?” 

Another one rose to complain: 
“In the home where I work the 
children from 7 to 14 are nearly 
all bed-wetters. They had been 
through air raids, loss of parents, 
moving from place to place. After 
a while with us most of them 
were no longer bed-wetting, but 
whenever military maneuvers 


take place close to us and they 
see tanks or planes it starts all 
over again. How can we deal 
with this?” 

To top the difficulties created 
by local conditions, the German 
workers were themselves often 
troubled with a sense of guilt for 
their own actions during the 
Hitler period, Miss Fogg explains. 
It was actually necessary to get 
them together in a group and try 
to have them recall some instance 
in which they bucked Nazi au- 
thority and violated an order so 
that the realization of their own 
revolt might make them feel 
better. 

One youth worker who, during 
the Hitler regime, was caring for 
children in eastern Germany told

CHILD who is mentally and 
A physically fit for normal life 

in school and at home should 
be willing and able to follow any 
ordinary schedule of work, play 
and rest. Most of,them do, but 
now and again one comes along 
who shuns duty, works when he 
pleases, shirks when he feels like 
it and refuses to acknowledge the 
necessity for getting down to 
work and accomplishing some- 
thing worth while. 

When that happens the school 
and the home people have to 
clamp their jaws and say, “You 
must,” and mean it. The child is 
usually bright and quick. Hav- 
ing succeeded in evading neces- 
sity for some time he will try to 
keep on doing so. He will smile 
and shrug his shoulders and go 
his way unless he is given to 
understand that the teacher and 
his parents mean business. 

When such a pupil hands in a 
paper with nothing on it but 
maybe his name and the class 
designation the teacher can and 
should say, “This afternoon you 
will stay here with me until you 
complete your assignment.” That 
means deprivation for the teath- 
er, but teachers are used to that. 
They live to promote character 
and intelligence in their pupils 
and if doing so lengthens their 
working day at times they accept 
that. 

Father and mother should take 
hold right here. “Where is your 
home work?” “I didn’t get any.” 
The child does not say that there 
was none. He “didn’t get any.” 
Now his parents make it their 
business to see that he brings his 
work home, does it to @ standard 
of acceptability and that he does 
no outside reading, no listening 
to radio, no watching television 
until his daily assignment is com- 
pleted.

light—a fact which South soon 
discovered and which he put to 
excellent advantage in the play 
of his game contract. West no 
doubt felt that, non-vulnerable 
against vulnerable opponents, he 
could afford the liberty of a 
“shaded” raise—but he learned 
that such bids can have other 
repercussions than are usually as- 
sociated with them! 

West led the club four; East 
cashed the king and ace, then laid 
down the diamond ace. He led 
another diamond, probably hop- 
ing for a ruff, but this of course 
was not to be. South won the 
diamond trick and took stock. 

Every ace and king were ac- 
counted for—and West had held 
none of them! Thus, in addition 
to his four clubs to the queen, 
he HAD TO HAVE a singleton 
in some suit, to come even close 
to justifying his free raise. He 
could not have a heart or a dia- 
mond singleton, because this 
would put seven hearts or five 
diamonds in East’s hand, and 
East would not then have opened 
the bidding with a club. Thus, 
West was marked by his injudi- 
cious bid with a_ singleton 
SPADE! This meant that playing 
for a 2-2 break in trumps, or 
finessing “naturally” to the king- 
jack, would not succeed, and left 
declarer with only one propitious 
lan. 

. South promptly acted on his 
analysis. He led LOW to dummys 
spade king, and when West’s ten 
appeared, confidently finessed on 
the way back against the queen.

Calling Him a “Nabob.” 


HEN Macaulay used the epi- 

thet, “bilious old nabob,” he 

expressed his idea of a dis- 
agreeable rich old man. Ordi- 
narily, biliousness has no part in 
the significance of the term 
nabob, which denotes simply a 
person of great wealth. 

“Nabob” is a rendering of the 
Hindu “nawab,” and in its native 
setting it is a title of rank. 
Specifically the term denoted a 
deputy or viceroy in India, or the 
governor of a province of the 
ancient Mogul Empire—from its 
Arabic root, naib, governor, vice- 
regent. 

In India’s romantic days as a 
great source of wealth for Eng- 
lishmen, that is during the East 
India Company’s growth to power 
and influence, Englishmen re- 
turning to Britain with wealth 
gained in the East would come in 
for this kind of epithet. And 
from it came the application of 
nabob to anyone evidencing 
great wealth or living in luxury 
suggesting the habits of Eastern 
potentates.
